bum! with the killing, they pointed 
to his disappearance lifter the shoot- 
ing as conclusive evidence of liis 
srnilt. 


Meanwhile a theory that at first 


;;iiued credence that Williams may 
have committed suicide, was discard- 
ed, as an 
intensive search of the 


ground about the home failed to re- 
veal his body. 
Officials were grow- 


ing fo believe that the killing was the 
culmination of a cleverly laid plot.

Baring the possibility of clemency 


or an appeal of lunacy, such as that 
which saved the former millionaire 
from hanging in Chicago, all 90 will 
be put to-'death soon. The gallows, 
ele«;trie chair, lethal 
gas 
chamber 


and firing squad comprise the med- 
iums through which these men and 
women will expiate their crimes. 


Four women are awaiting death 


in Xe\v Mexico, one in Pennsylvania 
and one in Alabama. 


The surveys show there are 
still 


nine crimes punishable by death in 
one or more states — murder, rape, 
arson, treason, 
kidnapping, 
train 


robbery, house breaking, 
robbery 


while aiimed and highway robbery. 


Only eight states have abolished 


capital 
punishment. 
They are: 


Rhode Island, Maine, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Kansas 
and Wisconsin. 


Though the electric chair was her- 


alded as the most humane 
medium 


of inflicting the death penalty,

states cotninue- to use the noose. 


Chicago, 
Aug. 7—(U.R)—Russell 


iScott breathed the air of 
freedom 


today—freedom from the grim spec- 
ter of the gallows, which has stalked 
him for eight months. 


The foi-mer business genius 
and 


millionaire was not set free but last 
night a jury adjudged him 
insane 


and Judge Joseph B. David ordered 
him confined to the asylum for 
the 


criminal insane at Chester, 111., un- 
til such time as he has recovered his 
sanity. 


Under the law, if Scott recovers 


his reason, the death penalty must 
bo-pxocuted but no person in a sim- 
ilar ease has ever been hanged and 
Scott is sure he will not set the 
precedent. 


Three times before Scott 
was 


snatched from the hangmsins' noose 
by eleventh hour reprieves. But they 
were only temporary. The prospect 
of hanging was ever before him. 
Noiw, he feels sure, he has definitely 
escaped the, death penalty. 


•Scott .emerged from 
his 
terrific 


ordeal with little show of emotion. A 
Jfght Hrige of pink crept into 
his 


hollow Checks; he stroked his hand 
over his sleep, black hair. But he 
spoke not a word. He was -whisked 
away from the court before he had 
a chance to talk to his friends and 
relatives.

it was none of their business.

original suspicions, only this time 
they had ceased to harbor them: 
as mere suspicions—they consid- 
ered that Secretary Hughes had 
confirmed them, in their worst' 
form.
